FRENCH GOVERNMENT DEFEATED 

Paris, March 7.--Like abolt from a 
clear sky, the Rouvier ministry was 
defeated in the Chamber of Deputies 
tonight and immediately resigned. The 
cabinet crisis comes at a most dramatic 
moment when the Franco-German con- 
test has reached a decisive stage and 
may exert an important adverse in- 
fluence on the Algeciras conference and 
en European affairs. The defeat of 
the Government came on a compara- 
tively minor debate over the church 
disorders. 

The Government succeeded in hold- 
ing only 234 votes while the various 
elements in opposition, Clericals, Soc- 
jalists, Independents, and Nationalists 


united and polied 264 votes, thus plac- 
ing the ministry in a minority of 33.

STILL HOLDS THE POSITION 


City Council Again Voted Down Motion Fer His Removal Las, 


Night---Plans For 


Sewer Extension 


The extra session of the city coun- 


cil is over and the city engineer holds 
his job. By the same narrow majority 
of one, made by the double-headed vote 
of Alderman Beliamy, who yoted as 
alderman and acting myor, A Iderman 
May’s motion to have J. H. Hargreaves 
“fired’’ was defeated in the council last 
night. Those who voted with Alderman 
Mays we-e AlGermen J_ha R. Foyle ani 
D. G. Latta. Aldermen Smith, Picard 
and Bellamy voted against. : 

Immediately following the debate and 
vote on the question Alderman Boyle 
tendered his resignation, which was ac- 
cepted by the council. 

As Aldermen Mays has signified that 
he intends tu bring his motion up 
again, this puts the question of wheth- 
er Mr. Hargreaves is to be retained up 
to the mayor and Aldermen whc are 
now out of the city. 

As commissioner, J. H. Hargreaves 
could only be dismissed ty a two-thirds 
majority, but as engineer a bare ma- 
jority is sufficient. That is to say, 
taking for granted that Alderman Beli- 
amy, Picard and Smith will stand pat 
for Hiargreaves, he cannot be dismissed 
as commissioner except by the votes of 
the three absentees. On the other hand 
if two of the absentees vote againat J. 
H. Hargreaves as engineer, he goes. 

As a side line of the engineer diffi- 
culty, the sewer plan, the street rail- 
way plan and salary question were all 
re‘erred back last night, and practically 
speaking no businese was done except 
to order a road rolier, trench machine 
and some other implements for muni- 
cipai work. 

The sewer plan submitted by the city 
engineer last night was adically dif- 
ferent from that submitted two weeks 
ago, as it contemplated a trunk sewer 
parallel witl, Rat Creek, instead of go- 
ing along the high ground on Suther- 
land street. As it still retains the fea- 
tures of a First street sewer 38 feet 
deep, the council refused to accept it, 
and referred it back for a comparative 
estimate which is to set out the cost 
of putting in a trunk sewer across the 
unsubdiyided Hudson's Bay Reserve. 
following the natural water courses. 

The street car plan was referred back 
az‘ being wholly inadequate for the 
ecuncil to go ahead on, and the whole 
street car proposition put over until 
next year, the commissioners in the

In the regular order of business the 
first thing that came to the council's 
attention was a statement of the city 
engineer as to the amounts paid on pro- 
gressive estimates and the amounts due 
on final estimates on the Whitemen 
contracts. 

Alderman Mays made a motion that 
as far as the council was concerned 
the incident was closed and they did 
not want to open up the Whiteman in- 
quiry again, the statement be not read. 
The motion carried and the statement 
was sidetracked. Alderman Mays re- 
membering the fate of his motion cf 
Monday week, was anxicus to get the 
same motion in early in the evening 
and he moved that the motion on the 
books be taken up for considsration. 

Alderman Bellamy said that it was 
not in the regular order of business; 
that their order of businees required 
them to take up reports and he’ called 
for reports.

Noetd Phrenologist Draws “Standing 
Room” Crowd at Robertson’s 


Robertson’s hall was filled last night 
fer the initial appearance of Professor 
Alexander, phrenologist, who gives a 
series of lectures tm the city during the 
next few days. The lecture last night 
was on “Human Nature,” and it was 
genuinely entertaining and instructive. 

Professor Alexander is far removed 
from the ordinary itinerant phrenolo- 
gist: He is a man of refinement and 
education, and with the happy knack 
of presenting the claims of the science 
he champions, in an interesting anc lo- 
gical -manner. He has a big fund of 
humor. ed° his adéress was ag amus- 
ing at some periods as it was powerful 
at others. 

The idea which he sought to bring 
before the audience last night was that 
character could act be read by the 
bumps on the head, but rather by a 
complete study of the quality and tem- 
perament of the organization, the pa- 
thological conditions, and the general 
development «f the brain. In short, in 
determining character all the condi- 
tions which go to make up a man 
must be taken into consideration and 
not a single figure, such as heights 
and hollows on the head. Professor 
Alexander contrasted types in which 
the animal facilities were largely de- 
veloped, and the others !2w or moderate 
with those having the anirnal facuities 
small and the intellectual and moral 
faculties large. He also contrasted the 
wids headed politician or preacher, with 
the narrow-headed men in the same 
business, and held-that those with the 
wider creniun. were the moére aggressive 
positive and domineering, while those 
with narrow skulls would be more miid 
andinginuating anu work along quieter 
and easier lines. 

At the close of the lecture the most 
amusing part of the entertainment was 
the examining by the professor of sev- 
eral of the prominent men of the: au- 
dience, the following gentlemen going 
up on the platform: Messrs. Connell, 
Neil, McLennan and Dr. Jamieson, and 
he gave so truthful an account of their 
domtnent characteristics that it surpris- 
ed the audience.

While it may have been only a 
strange coincidence there is a dark 
surmise that the cause of the libe.ali- 
ty was that Calgary merchants the pre- 
ceding day resolved to make war on the 
discredited currency and to accett 
it only at heavy discount. Naturall? 
this move found many holders willing 
to sc!l short in this particular commo- 
dty but the market for non-negoti- 
able coin is not brisk and the assump- 
tion is they took the opportunity of un- 
loading it on the churches on Sunday. 

The Methodists appear to have been 
the largest holders or the most rendy 
givers. Despite a gentle hint from tine 
pastor that coin of the realm was more 
acceptable than the southern product 
they cropped $9.00 of it on the plate. Of 
this amount the Sunday school children 
contributed $6.00. The suggestion has 
not been made that R. B. Bennett’s con- 
nection with the school had anything 
to do with this preponderacy of low 
grade coin. It is taken as a sign that 
the parents either made the children the 
medium for disposing of it or that they 
defrauded the youngsters ky paying 
them in Straits, Settlement money for 
shovelling coal or rusning errands, in 
which case the parents have the choice 
of pleading guilty to abetting fraud or 
obtaining services under false pretenses. 

The Anglicans were ‘a good second 
and the boxes of the Church of the Re- 
deemer netted $7.00 of the undesirable 
medium. 

The Baptists were apparently either 
smaller holders or had not read the pa- 
pers for they only shuffled off $1.70 in 
this kind of cash. 

The Presbyterians ranked lowest of 
all and only produced 15 cents in the 
debased substitute. 

The question of conscienticusness can- 
not be settled by the figures asf the pro- 
portion of these amounts to the total 
donations are not given and there is no 
basis for comparison. However, this 
might work out the incident reveals a 
widespread intent to discharge the obli- 
gations of church life on a basis of 
fifty cents on the dollar. Alas for the 
Calgary conscience!

While re- 
lieving their temporary need therefore 
the Japanese people may acquire a 
taste and a habit which may remain 
when the need is passed and hasten 
the development of our trade with that 
country by hastening the education of 
the Japaerse in the wholesomeness 
and excellence of Canadian flour.
